Bang up-to-date advice for a 
safe fireworks party 



FIREFIGHTERS have issued safety advice 
for Guy Fawkes home firework parties. 

Divisional Officer Neil Fenwick, com¬ 
munity safety officer for Essex Fire and 
Rescue Service, said all fireworks should 
be purchased from reputable shops. 

He also said to follow the Firework 
Code, which states: 

• Only buy fireworks marked (British 
Standard) BS 7114. 

• Don’t drink alcohol if setting off fire¬ 
works. 

• Always keep fireworks in a closed non¬ 
flammable box. 

• Keep pets indoors. 


• Follow the instructions on each firework. 

• Light them at arm’s length, using a taper. 

• Stand well back. 

• Never go near a firework that has 
been lit - even if it hasn’t gone off, it 
could still explode, causing injury. 

• Never put fireworks in your pocket 
and never throw them. 

• Supervise children. 

• Always light sparklers one at a time 
and wear gloves. 

• Never give sparklers to a child under 
five. 

• Don’t use noisy fireworks late at night, 
and never after 11pm.

Quiet improvements 

A CHARITABLE trust has pledged almost

Nothing like a dame 



Philomena (12A, 98 mins) 


A S she approaches her 79th 
birthday, national treasure 
Dame Judi Dench looks cer¬ 
tain to be gifted a seventh Oscar 
nomination for her tour-de-force 
portrayal of a guilt-stricken mother 
in Philomena. 

It's a compelling performance of 
deep emotion based on a true story 
that deftly tugs the heartstrings 
without resorting to emotional 
manipulation or cloying sentiment. 

Dench is complemented by Steve 
Coogan as a cynical and world- 
weary journalist, who initially scoffs 
at the suggestion that he should 
pen an article about the matriarch 
and her heartbreaking ordeal. 

"Human interest stories are a 
euphemism for stories about weak- 
minded, ignorant people," he pro¬ 
claims dismissively. 

The tender and unexpectedly 
touching relationship that forms 
between these two characters from 
different generations and back¬ 
grounds provides Stephen Frears's 
uplifting film with its emotional 
thrust, as the search for answers 


moves between continents. 

Coogan's script, co-written by Jeff 
Pope, is lean and peppered with 
earthy humour, whether it be the 
much abused heroine reliving the 
ecstasy of her first sexual experi¬ 
ence or her encouraging the journal¬ 
ist to jump into the back seat of a 
rental car. 

"There's plenty of room. It's a 
Vauxhall Cavalier," she trills. 

The incredible road trip begins 
when Jane Lee (Anna Maxwell 
Martin) discovers her mother 
Philomena (Dench) fell pregnant as a 
teenager in 1952 Ireland and was 
forced to give up the baby to the 
sisters at Roscrea Abbey. Jane 
pitches the story to former Labour 
advisor turned BBC journalist Martin 
Sixsmith (Coogan). 

After a reality check from his wife 
Kate (Simone Lahbib), Martin agrees 
to help Philomena track down her 
boy. 

"I'd like to know if he thought of 
me," Philomena tells Martin. "I've 
thought of him every day." 

Using his connections, Martin 
takes Philomena to Washington DC 
to sift through official documents, 


hoping for a breakthrough to reunite 
the old woman with the son she 
never wanted to give up. 

Throughout, Philomena clings to 
her faith, lighting a candle for her 
child. However, Martin cannot con¬ 
ceal his contempt for religion, telling 
Philomena, "It's the Catholic Church 
that should be going to confession, 
not you!" 

Directed with a light and assured 
touch by Frears, Philomena cele¬ 
brates the power of hope to heal 
old wounds. 

Dench is magnificent and Coogan 
jettisons most of his Alan Partridge 
tics in support, gradually warming to 
Philomena and her upbeat outlook 
on life. 

"Just because you're in first class 
doesn't mean you're a first class 
person," she tells him during a long 
haul flight in economy class. 

Tears flow freely as the epony¬ 
mous heroine discovers the fate of 
her boy, seizing upon every nugget 
of information, no matter how banal, 
as if she had just won the lottery. 

We certainly strike it very lucky 
with Frears's wonderful picture.

Q. Is Help to Buy really going to help the 
market? 

A. For those who don’t know, this is actually the 
second phase of the Help to Buy scheme. The first 
phase - a shared equity scheme designed to help 
people buy new-build only homes with a deposit of 
as little as 5% - was launched in April, and by all 
accounts seems to have been quite a success. 

The second phase is a Government-backed mortgage guarantee scheme, enabling 
people to take out 95% loans to buy any property, old or new, valued at up to £600,000. 
It was due to start next January, but it has now been decided to launch it 3 months 
early. 

What does this decision mean? Well, as from October 7, borrowers can apply for 95% 
mortgages to purchase both new and secondhand homes up to the price limit, with 
taxpayers underwriting up to 15% of the risk for lenders. One, the Royal Bank of 
Scotland, said it was expecting to be so inundated with applications that it would be 
extending its opening hours. 

However, it’s worth bearing in mind that it will be a phased introduction. In other words, 
lenders will be able to begin writing loans from this month, but the taxpayer-backed 
guarantee underpinning the mortgages will not be available until January, as previously 
planned. This means that while buyers with only a 5% deposit will be able to apply for 
mortgages, they will not actually get the loans through until January 1st onwards, and so 
will not be able to complete purchases until then. 

Why did David Cameron decide to bring the start date forward? No-one really knows - 
although the announcement did come slap bang in the middle of the party conference 
season. The Prime Minister himself simply talked of his passion for helping people buy 
their own homes, and said that support of this kind was needed sooner rather than later. 
Either way, with many crucial practical details of the scheme still unclear, the 
announcement certainly caught much of the mortgage industry on the back foot. One 
leading broker called it extraordinary, given that many lenders were unsure whether they 
would be ready for the scheme in January, let alone October... 

Still, let’s not be churlish. After all, just about anything which reinvigorates the housing 
market has got to be worth trying!

DRIVERS are being urged to keep an eye 
out for vulnerable road users and watch 
their speed now the clocks have gone back. 

Cyclists and pedestrians are also being 
advised to “be seen and be safe”. 

RoSPA (the Royal Society for the 
Prevention of Accidents) is also recommend¬ 
ing that cyclists wear brightly-coloured or 
fluorescent clothing in daylight and reflective 
clothing or accessories in the dark. 

By law, cycles must have front and rear 
lights switched on in the dark and be fitted 
with reflectors. And pedestrians, including 
joggers, are being reminded that they are 
hard to see if wearing dark clothing. 

Latest statistics from the DfT (Department 
for Transport) showed a 10 per cent rise in 
cyclists killed on Britain’s roads, with 118 
dying in 2012. The number of child cyclists 
killed doubled to 13 and the number of seri¬ 
ously injured cyclists rose to 3,222. 

RoSPA has campaigned for decades to 
make lighter evenings a reality, on the

grounds that more daylight on autumn/win- 
ter evenings would save lives. 

DfT research has shown 80 deaths and at 
least 200 serious injuries would be prevent¬ 
ed on our roads each year if the UK 
switched to Single/Double Summer Time, 
(GMT+1 in winter and GMT+2 in summer). 

The safety charity backed MP Rebecca 
Harris’s Daylight Savings Bill, which was 
defeated at the final stage in January 2012. 

Tom Mullarkey, RoSPA’s chief executive 
said: “Although road deaths on the whole 
are going down, it is a huge concern to see 
a rise in the number of cyclists killed on our 
roads, especially children. 

“We urge drivers to take extra care. 

“But we also argue that an extra hour of 
evening daylight could help to save lives and 
reduce injuries during the colder, darker 
months. That is why we will continue to 
push for Single/Double Summer Time.”

SOUTHEND’S first visit to New¬ 
port in almost 30-years ended in 
defeat after a lacklustre display in 
South Wales. 

United started brightly. Cauley 
Woodrow missed a glorious oppor¬ 
tunity to open the scoring, scuffing 
his shot wide after racing clear of 
the County rearguard. 

Newport responded when Daniel 
Bentley was forced into action to 
deny Conor Washington following 
Billy Jones’ corner. Nevertheless, 
soon after the home side broke the 
deadlock. Bentley misjudged a long 
ball forward, leaving Washington 
with the simple task of slotting into 
an empty net. 

Kevan Hurst fired a free kick dis¬ 


appointingly high of the target after 
Barry Corr had been fouled, while 
the impressive Washington saw his 
run and low cross hacked away from 
danger by Ben Coker. 

However, as half time 
approached Southend drew level. 
Hurst was fouled and Ben Coker 
sent the resulting free kick beyond 
County goalkeeper Lenny Pidgeley 
into the top corner of the net, 
sparking wild celebrations 
amongst the impressive away fol¬ 
lowing of almost 500. 

Before the Shrimpers could build 
any momentum, they once again 
found themselves behind. Following 
a corner from the left, Danny Crow 
headed back for Andrew Hughes to 
beat Bentley off the upright. 

The Shrimpers tried to make some 
headway, but after Woodrow had 
fired an early chance into the side 
netting, the second period was 


largely one-way traffic with the 
home side pushing Southend back 
for long spells. 

County’s first meaningful assault 
of the half saw Ismail Yakubu head¬ 
ed Washington’s cross firmly past 
Bentley to extend the lead and kill 
off the visitors’ resistance. 

Soon after, it was almost 4-1. 
Washington showed Prosser a clean 
pair of heels only to see his strike 
cannon back off a post and into the 
hands of a grateful Bentley. Then, 
the Shrimpers keeper produced a 
fantastic save from Chris Zebroski’s 
stinging drive. Blues substitute 
Michael Timlin cleared Yakubu’s 
headed effort off the line from the 
resulting corner. 

The introduction of Jack Payne 
gave Southend a little more impetus, 
although County still looked the 
more potent attacking force. 

After Bentley had produced an 


unorthodox save to thwart Robbie 
Willmott, Southend almost reduced 
the arrears when Pidgeley turned 
aside Ryan Leonard’s long range 
effort. 

But it was County who finished 
the stronger, Washington fired 
another chance just past a post then 
Bentley prevented Adam Chapman 
from adding to the home sides 
account with a spectacular finger tip 
save. 

This latest setback was Southend’s 
sixth defeat of the campaign, which 
leaves them thirteenth in Sky Bet 
League Two.

Biggleswade Town 1 Canvey 0

CANVEY'S FA cup dreams came to disapointing 
end, falling at the final hurdle. 

The Gulls first team failed to match the enthu¬ 
siasm of 300 travelling fans who travelled to Big¬ 
gleswade with the hopes of reaching the first 
proper round of the FA Cup. 

The club had given free bacon rolls to all sup¬ 
porters who made the 74 mile journey on Saturday. 

On arrival at the Carslberg Stadium, the voices of 
Essex football fans could be be heard around the 
corridors (and bar area) of the newly built facility. 

Talk of Canvey's mass arrival to Bedfordshire 
had been discussed on social media websites and 
Biggleswade Town FC supporters also turned up 
in numbers. 

The stadium barely fills 150 people on home 
games in the league but 700 watched this game. 

Biggleswade Town, a team with history dating 
back to 1874, have never reached the fourth qual¬ 
ifying round of the competition. 

The Waders came out the brightest and finished 
victorious - despite having the less vocal support. 

Canvey rarely tested Wade keeper Ian Brown. 

Both teams looked nervous during the first half 
with neither able to really get on top. 

Jay Curran and Spencer Bellotti came close for 
Canvey but while Craig Daniels, Sam Reed and 
Lee Reed were instrumental for Biggleswade. 

In the second half, Biggleswade dominated but 
failed to convert their chances.
